In promulgating Executive Order No. 10U50 the 
reiterated the principle that all persons seeking tbi 
employment or privileged to be employed in the departments arid agencies 
of the Goverrment shall be adjudged by minimum standards and ly pro* 
cedures which are mutually consistent among the departments and agencies 
of the Federal Goverrment. Membership in, affiliation with or sympathetic 
association with, any organization designated pursuant to this Executive 
Order is but one of the factors by which a department or agency, shall 
reach .its determination and, as provided in Section 8, is one of the< 
matters concerning which information shall be developed as to whether 
the employment or retention in employment in the Federal service of the 
person being investigated is clearly consistent with the interacts of 
the national security. ~
